Twice since the war began has the public 
mind approached to perfect unanimity id its 
favor. The first time was immediately after 
the bombardment of Fort Sumter by the 
rebels.

‘The Food Question in the South, 

It is impossible to resist the evidences we 
are now daily receiving of great desti- 
tution of “food in the South. A report 
of the rebel Secretary of War, made & 
few weeks since, first brought to light the 
fact of a sérious’ failuré of the corm and 
wheat crops in the seceded States last year. 
The Commissary authorities at Richmond, 
right under the eye of the Confederate Geov- 
ernment, lately seized a large. quantity .of 
flour at one of the City Milis. The flour was 
private property, manufactured for the use of 
families by a miller who had previously pro- 
posed to. grind for the Government, but 
had been refused any sbare of its patron- 
age. The seizure of this flour by. Gov- 
ernment officers created a ‘stir in | Rich- 
mond. It was a blow at private rights, 
and put every man’s ability to subsist his own 
family at the mercy of the rebel Government. 
The owner of the mills at once reported his 
case to Gov. Lercuxn, and invoked that offi- 
cial, who still claims to represent the proud 
and free Commonwealth of Old Virginia, to 
interpose in defence of the rights of her citi- 
zehs. But Gov. Lerouza did not venture to 
do so. The doctrine of States’ Rights has no 
more virtue or power in the South. It is a 
panoply that shields no longer. Gov. Lztomzr 
-contented himself with a spirited verbal pro- 
test (to the owner of the mills) against the 
injury he had suffered, and advised him to 
seek redress (by law, it is imagined,) against 
the individual officers who had despoiled bim. 

The agitation of this affair compelled the 
rebel authorities to take public notice of it, 
‘and Congress went to work on & bill to pre- 
vent such troubles in future. But no lawcana 
meet the emergency. The army must be sub- 
sisted. The soldiers have the. power—they 
have arms in their hands, and they hold pos- 
session of the rivers and railroads; and, so 
long as there is meat, or corn, or forage, in 
any part of the South, they will bave it, what 
ever be the private suffering in consequence. 

There are various reasons assigned by 
Southern organs for the alarming scarcity of 
food that prevails. The rebel Secretary of War, 
in his report, ascribes it toa “ partial failure of 
last year’s crops of cereals,” enhanced by the 
difficulty of distributing the. supplies that 
were grown, through the scarcity ef trans- 
portation. _ But the Charleston Courier is 
much bolder in its view of the crisis, and 
more discouraging to the rebellion. It alleges 
that the scarcity of food is owing solely to the 
rude and wholesale conscription acts of the 
Confederate Government, which have not left 
labor in the country sufficient to till the fields 
and gather the crops. The Courier draws @ 
moving picture of the confusion, dismay and 
ruin that have been spread through al) the 
agricultural districts of the South by the 
cruel and heedleas conduct of rebel recruiting 
agents. Instead oftrying to keep the armies 
together and ia the field that were already 
raised, disease and desertion were allowed to 
do their fatal work, and every energy has 
been bent to draw every able-bodied man and 
boy in the South inte the military service, to 
make up the recklées wastage. The result is

titution begins everywhere te prevail.
